PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  undersigned,— believing  that  Slavery,  under  all  circumstances,  is  a  heinous  sin 
against  God, — a  violation  of  the  principles  of  humanity, — and  diametrically  opposed  to 
the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ, — is  ruinous  to  the  bodies  and  souls  of  men,— and  ought  Im- 
mediately to  be  abolished,— therefore,  to  render  our  elForts  more  efficient  in  bringing  about 
the  overthrow  of  this  foul  system  of  iniquity,  do  form  ourselves  into  a  Society,  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the  following 

COIVSTITUTIOIV. 

Article  1.     This  Society  shall  be  called  the  "  Worcester  Anti-Slavery  Society." 

Art.  2.  The  officers  of  this~Sociely  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice  President,  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  and  Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  also  act  as  Treasurer,  and  a 
Committee  of  five,  who  shall,  wilh  the  officers,  constitute  a  Board  of  Managers  to  conduct 
the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

Akt.  3.  A  majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  by  resignation 
or  otherwise.     A  less  number  may  adjourn. 

AsT.  4.  Q.iiarterly  meelings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  in  the  months  of  December, 
March,  June  and  September,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  direct, 
for  the  election  of  officers,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary and  Tre  tsurer. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  subscribing  to  the  Con- 
stitution, and  contributing  to  its  funds. 

Aht.  6.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular jjieeting  of  the 
Society,  provided  due  notice  of  such  intention  has  been  previously  given.
